During 
the  second  cenjtury  (A.  D.  100  200)  it  be- 
gan to  be  observed  together  with  the  feast 
of  Epiphany,  dn  January  6th.  This  con- 
tinued until  about  the  middle  of  the  fifth 
century,  when  Christmas  and  Epiphany 
were  separated.  1 he  first  separate  ob- 
servance of  Christmas  on  December  25th, 
was  in  the  latter  half  of  the  fifth  century— 
(A.  D.  476)  says  Conybettre— (Am.  Jour. 
Theo.  Jan.  1899).  This  day  bcing-peculiar- 
Iv  appropriate^  associating  the  birth  of  the 
Sun  of  righteousness  with  thatot  the  phys- 
ical sun.  Thus*  the  origin  pf  its  observance. 

2.  How  should  it  be  .observed?  If  there 
is  one  thing  explicitly  taught  by  the  char- 
acter of  the  occasion,  it  is,  the  firing  of  big 
guns,  the  blowing  of  horns,  and  snch  fes- 
tivities. do  not  belong  to  its  celebration. 
These  belong  to  an  age  when  the  heathen 
celebrated  a great  event  in  such  a way. 
The  idea  thatj  forces  itself  upon  all  is  that 
this  is  to  be  observed  in  accordance  . with 
the  spirit  of  retygion.  The  jierfcct  silence  in 
the  New  Testament,  among  the  Apostles 
and  early  Christians,  obviously  tenches  us 
that  Christ  did  not  intend  its  observance 
to  be  a part  of  our  religions  practices.  If, 
however,  its  celebration  annually  can  be 
the  means  of  promoting  good,  no  objection 
should  be  brought  against  it,  but  we 
should  encourage  its  right  observance.
